Families 
who meet requirements will receive 5 pounds 
of American cheese and 2 pounds of rice, 
says Rex Smith, government commodities dis¬ 
tribution chairman for Sierra Madre. 

Special home delivery services will be pro¬ 
vided to disabled persons living in Sierra Madre 
who are home-bound and have no one or no

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

Today, when we speak of an ordeal, we 
mean anything that tests our endurance — like 
running out of coffee. However, there was a 
time when an ordeal was a trial of sorts. 

In fact, the word “ordeal” is Anglo-Saxon 
in origin meaning “judgment.” 

In the primitive days, trials were left to 
the decision of the gods and that is where 
we get “trial by ordeal.”

only by some Alpine village in Switzerland. 

This happy state of good fortune is largely 
due to the wisdom of city fathers in the early 
1930s, who contracted with the WPA to build 
our spreading basins where we place our precious 
water to percolate into the East Raymond Basin, 
where it awaits pumping from our four wells as 
we need it throughout the year, 

Our rights to water from Little Santa Anita 
Canyon and 5000 acre feet from Big Santa Anita 
has provided sufficient water to meet our needs 
and, most years, leave enough over to sell up to 

1500 acre feet to Arcadia. 

Unfortunately, while we have been blessed with 
so-far ample, high-quality water, we pay an exhor- 
bitant tax for water we have never needed and 
couldn’t get if we did need. We pay this tax 
to the little four-city San Gabriel Valley Municipal 

Water District. • i 

All the while, an unlimited source of additional 
water flows under Grandview and our tax for the 
“privilege” of tapping this source, should we ever 
need it, could have been only a fraction of what 
we now pay to our independent district. 

The supplier of that water is the giant Met¬ 
ropolitan Water District which serves over 13 mil¬ 
lion Southern California customers.

Street drug dealers are the target ol a ma¬ 
jor crackdown announced recently by the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney. Calling for a change in the 
pattern of lenient sentences for street drug 
dealers, the District Attorney instituted the 
following program; 

1. Slate Prison Sentences for 
Street Drug Dealers 
In cases of possession for sale or sale 
of cocaine, heroin, or PCP, the District 
Attorney shall seek the maximum ap¬ 
propriate state prison sentence. 

On all cases of possession for sale ol 
cocaine, heroin, or PCP, or sale of 
cocaine or heroin, where probation is 
legally permissible and which are first 
offemses involving nominal quanti¬ 
ties, the District Attorney shall urge 
the sentencing judge to impose a sus¬ 
pended mid-term state prison sen¬ 
tence with, at the minimum, six to 
twelve months in county jail as a con¬ 
dition of a three-year probationary 
grant. 

On all subsequent cases involving the 
above described offenses, the District 
Attorney shall urge sentencing judges 
to impose immediate stale prison 
sentences.

beefs up border patrol 


The number of U.S. 
border patrol agents 
would be increased by 
50% during the next 
three years under an 
amendment recently 
passed by the House of 
Representatives. 

Offered by Congress¬ 
man Carlos J. Moor¬ 
head, R-22, the amend¬ 
ment was attached to 
major immigration re¬ 
form legislation that has 
just cleared the House. 
Moorhead has been ap¬ 
pointed as a member of 
the conference commit¬ 


tee which will work out 
the difference between 
the House and Senate. 

“The increase in bor¬ 
der agents is essential 
to the health of the pre¬ 
sent border force and 
the nation as a whole,” 
Moorhead said. “At the 
present time, the INS 
is authorized for 3700 
agents. My amendment 
would increase that num¬ 
ber by 1900 men and 
women, for a total of 
5600 agents.” 

Moorhead, who is fhe 


second ranking Republi¬ 
can on the House Judi¬ 
ciary Committee which 
has jurisdiction over im¬ 
migration issues, said the 
increase was necessary in 
light of trends along the 
border. 

“Right now our South¬ 
ern border is out of con¬ 
trol. Last year, border 
agents made their one 
millionth arrest of an il¬ 
legal alien in mid-Aug¬ 
ust. This year, the one 
millionth arrest was 
made on May 25th. 


That’s a frightening in¬ 
crease,” said Moorhead. 

The amendment will 
authorize $60 million for 
FY-1987. “The benefits 
would be 10 or 15 times 
that much. In Los An¬ 
geles County alone the 
estimated costs are near¬ 
ing $5 billion and go¬ 
ing up. We cannot af¬ 
ford this kind of figure. 
My amendment will fo¬ 
cus the attention of the 
INS at the point of great¬ 
est vulnerability . . . 
our southern border.”

It was just over a year 
ago when Jim Marlatt of 
Upper Hastings Ranch 
had a life-threatening ex¬ 
perience that coupled 
with love, care and the 
right attitude, became 
life-changing as well. 
Diagnosed with cancer, 
he began a painful and 
often emotional journey 
which led to a place of 
revitalization, enthu¬ 
siasm for living and the 
desire to share it with 
others. 

“When 1 was first told 
I had cancer,” Jim ex¬ 
plains, “1 was in shock.” 
Following major surgery 
at Huntington Memorial 
Hospital, he felt the ty¬ 
pical anger, fear, denial 
and cycle of feelings 
common to the cancer 
patient. “Tremendous 
support from family and 
friends helped me get 
through, but afterwards, 

1 thought how good it 
would have been to talk 
with someone who had 
also been through the 
same experience; some¬ 
one who wasn’t family 
and 1 could have really 
opened up to.” 

Now, sensitive to the 
needs of the cancer pa¬ 
tient and with a first¬ 
hand understanding of 
the treatments and feel¬ 
ings involved, Jim want¬ 
ed to volunteer to help 
others and called the 
American Cancer So¬ 
ciety’s Pasadena office. 
After speaking with the 
Service and Rehabilita¬ 
tion Department, he 


learned of a crucial need 
for such volunteers and 
was charged with a task 
larger than he had plan¬ 
ned. 

“As it turned out, 
there was a model for a 
program called ‘CanSup- 
port’ which had been ef¬ 
fective in other areas,” 
said Jim. “I was asked 
to work with a social 
worker and implement 
‘CanSupport’ training 
for former cancer pa¬ 
tients who would, in 
turn, be‘matched’ with 
a patient undergoing 
treatment and offer emo¬ 
tional support and assist¬ 
ance where needed.” 
‘CanSupport’ differs 
from a hospice program 
in that it uses only for¬ 
mer patients and their 
family members in mi¬ 
nistering to those re¬ 
covering. 

A former hospital ad¬ 
ministrator, Jim Marlatt 
is now a management 
consultant with the L.A. 
County Office of Edu¬ 
cation, as well as a 
graduate level instructor 
at use, LaVerne and 
Pepperdine schools of 
business. He’s lived with 
his family in Pasadena 
for over 20 years. Jim 
shares his upbeat out¬ 
look on life and, in only 
one year after surgery, 
has a normal and active 
lifestyle.
